Science to Offer Perfection! 


Dr. Francisco Grana, professor 
of surgery at San Marcos Uni- 
versity in Lima, Peru, the oldest 
medical school in the Western 
Hemisphere, in addressing the 
eleventh biennial congress of the 
International College of Surgeons, 
told them, “We are, to a large 
extent, what our endocrine glands 
make us. Surgical stimulation of 
the endocrine glands, correction of 
certain imbalances that exist in 
all of us, may some day lead the 
human race to perfection.” 


The endocrine glands are a 
system of chemical factories in 
the head and body which release 
secretions into the blood. The ef- 
fect of these secretions on the 
various functions of the human 


body control growth and well- 
being. Dr. Grana said, ‘A minor, 
very delicate operation, can 


change the amount of secretion 
these glands produce. .Underactive 


rd i glands can be made to produce 
‘|more. Overactive glands can be 
‘| brought under control.”’ His phi- 


losophy, summed up, is that some 
day you may wake up from a 
minor operation to find yourself 
the kind of person you've_always 
wanted to be! 

For the Christian, Dr. Grana’s 
conclusion is right but his method 
is all wrong. The type perfection 
of which he speaks will take place 
only when we see the Master face 
to face. First John 3:2 describes 
it like this: “Beloved, now are we 
the sons of God, and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be: but 
we know that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we shall be like him; for 


we shall see him as he is.’ Not

We are prone to sing proudly 
and vociferously in our churches, 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,’ but 
the cold, hard truth of statistics 
proves our machinery to be run- 
ning in reverse, not high. Opti- 
mists point out excitedly that the 
net gain in our churches during 
1957 was 964,724 members, an 
inerease of 0:9 per cent over 1956 
and giving us an all-time high of 
104,189,678 chureh members in 
the United States! 


However, the population rise for 
the same period was 1.7 per cent, 
which means that the religious 
gain did not keep pace. Whereas 
in 1956, 62 per cent of our in- 
habitants professed religious af- 
filiation, the 1957 total was only 
61 per cent of the nation’s esti- 
mated 170,500,000 population, The 
church is certainly losing ground. 
Who cares? Do you? If so, what 
do you propose to do about it?

Have you ever read a story 
so wonderful that you could never 
forget it? I remember one fairy 
tale I read a long time ago which 
I have never forgotten. It was 
called “The Little Lame Prince.” 
I imagine some of you have read 
that story. It tells how a little 
prince was dropped by his nurse 
as a baby and made crippled. The 
story goes on to tell how he was 
shut up in a tower by his wicked 
uncle who wanted to be king. The 
prince, however, found a magic 
carpet and traveled about the 
country. One day he returned to 
his kingdom and was made king. 

Did you know that the Bible 
tells a true story about a lame 
prince? Perhaps you have never 
read it before. Here it is: 


The Lame Prince 


(II Samuel 4:4; 9:1-13) 

Mephibosheth is a very long 
name for a very small boy. But 
Jonathan, the prince of Israel, 
thought it was a very good name 
for his little son. 

One day Jonathan kissed his 
little boy good-by and went away 
to battle at Mount Gilboa. Jona- 
than never returned, for he was 
killed in that battle against the 
Philistines. Even his father, King 
Saul, and many other soldiers of 
Israel, were killed in battle that 
day. 

When this: news was brought to 
the city of Gibeah, everyone was 
panic-stricken. The king’s house- 
hold. knew their lives were in 
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great danger. Even the servants 
were afraid. So the servants and 
all the people who lived in the 
palace ran away. 


Mephibosheth was not big 
enough to run very fast or very 
far, for he was only five years 
old. He could not understand why 
everyone was in such a hurry. 

His nurse picked him up in 
her arms and ran. But-as she ran 
she stumbled and the little prince 
fell to the ground. Both his feet 
were hurt so badly that he was 
never able to run again. With a 
kind man, Mephibosheth lived in 
safety across the Jordan River. 

After Jonathan’s death, David 
missed him very much. When Da- 
vid went to Jerusalem to live, he 
remembered his promise to show 
kindness to Jonathan’s children. 

David asked Ziba, who had been 
a servant in Saul’s palace, “Are 
any of Jonathan’s family still liv- 
ing?” 

Ziba said, 
crippled son.’ 

David found out where Mephibo- 
sheth lived and sent for him. Me- 
phibosheth, now a young man, was 
afraid when he knew the king

wanted to see him. What could 
the king want? 

When Mephibosheth was brought 
to David, he knelt to the ground. 
He said, “I am your servant.” 

How glad David was to see 
Jonathan’s son! He said, “Me- 
phibosheth, do not be afraid of 
me. I wartt to show you kindness 
for your father’s sake. I want to 
give you all the land that once be- 
longed to your grandfather, King 
Saul. You are welcome to live in 
my palace and eat at my table 
every day.” 

Mephibosheth was __ surprised, 
for he had not expected such kind- 
ness. David called Ziba and made 
him overseer of all the lands and 
fields that were now Mephibo- 
sheth’s. 

The lame prince brought his 
wife and little son to Jerusalem 
to live. For Jonathan’s sake David 
was kind to Mephibosheth as long 
as he lived.

There is a wonderful lesson in 
that story for you and me. Sev- 
eral times in the. story we are 
told that David was kind to the 
lame prince ‘‘for Jonathan’s sake.” 
You see, Mephibosheth’s father 
Jonathan and David had been best 
friends. They played together as 
young boys and had vowed they 
would never forget thesr love and 
friendship for each other. How- 
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ever, Jonathan’s father Saul, who 
was king at that time, was very 
jealous of David. In fact, several 
times he tried to kill David, One 
time Jonathan saved David from 
being killed by the angry king 
Saul. 

So when Jonathan was killed 
in battle, David was very sad. 
Because he had loved Jonathan 
so much, he decided: to take the 
crippled prince Mephibosheth into 
his home and care for him. He 
loved Mephibosheth and was kind 
to him “for Jonathan’s sake,” 

That is the way God treats us. 
You and I have been made “crip- 
ples” by sin. Our hearts are wick- 
ed, and inside we are “lame.” We 
can't keep from doing wrong. We 
can’t make ourselves good enough 
to go to Heaven. And God is so 
good and holy that He hates our 
sin. But He loved us so much that 
He sent His only Son, the dear 
Lord Jesus, to die on the cross. 
Jesus had never done wrong—His 
heart was clean and pure. We 
ought to have been the ones to die 
on that cross, but Jesus took our 


place. He died for your sin and 


for mine.

My wife divorced me when 
| was unsaved and in prison, 
and married another man. |! 
have met a Christian girl and 
we -~want to marry. | am a 
Christian now. Her minister 
says he can’t marry us because 
it would be a poor testimony 
for his church and might lead 
others to believe he sanctioned 
divorce. Why can’t we be mar- 
ried by a minister in a church? 


ANSWER: You have my book 
on The Home: Courtship, Marriage 
and Children, and so you have 
read the chapter on “Divorce.” I 
believe that Matthew 19:9 teaches 
that living with another person 
gives occasion for divorce in God's 
sight. So, because your wife is al- 
ready married to another man I 
think you are not married to her, 
but are a free man, Your mar- 
riage should not have been broken, 
but it-is broken and I do not 
see any way for it to be restored. 
The only basis on which we can 
say whether a man has a right to 
marry or not is whether he is 
married or single. You are not 
married to your former wife, She 
is another man’s wife. You could 
not restore that marriage. 


However, there are serious prob- 


lems which you ought to face, and’ 


which other good people must face. 
The fact that you are divorced 
and the fact that you have been 


in prison make you a poorer risk [ 


for marriage than if your former 
marriage had not failed, and if you 
had lived a successful and bhame- 
less life. So one must be patient 
with those who are distressed at 
the thought of your marrying a 
Christian girl. You and she must 
both consider that you have some- 
thing to live down, and you must 
be determined by God’s grace to 
prove your faithfulness. 


Again, since there is such a 
stigma on divorce (and of course 
there ought to be since always 
somebody has sinned when there 
is a divorce), you will have to face 
the fact that a lot of good people 
have some dread about the matter. 
They feel that it would not be 
right just to act as if it didn’t mat- 
ter whether people were divorced 
or not. It,does matter. One who 
has done wrong must be humble 
and expect to prove himself be- 
fore he can be fully received on 
the same basis as if he had not 
done wrong. 


For example, I would not want 
one of my girls to marry a man 
who had been a drunkard unless 
he had proven himself for a couple 
of years, and even then it would 
be a matter of real concern with 
me. So you must not be impa- 
tient that people are troubled 
about it. They want to love you 
and believe in you, but they do 
not want to leave the impression 
that sin doesn’t matter. 


Now I think that you can find 
a pastor who will perform your 
marriage ceremony, but you would 
still have to face the fact that a 
lot of friends would be fearful 
about it, and some would think 
that you were doing wrong in 
marrying while you former wife 
was still living. You see, there is a 
price to pay as we live down the 
past and prove to everybody that 
Wwe are genuinely repentant over 
sins of the past. 

I think that the thing to do is 
to wait on God and make sure that 
you are doing right, and that you 
can take criticism without being 
angry and patiently prove your- 
self as a good Christian until you 
can be generally accepted.

LOS ANGELES — The self-styled “World 
Church” of Los Angeles is undergoing close 
financial scrutiny by the. Superior Court 
here, Questioned regarding two past due 
promissory notes for $15,000 held by .a 
widow and former member, Pastor 0.

Jaggers answered questions about his $90,- 
000 parsonage, the church group’s 5,145 
acre “World City” (a $2,900,000 citrus 
ranch), and other extensive land and 
property holdings.

Omoh E, Abernathy (sister to Jaggers) testi- 
fied that he does not draw an actual salary 
but is given “living advances.” As an 
example of this she cited the $3,800 he 
drew between June 9 and June 23, She 
also testified that his $11,000-plus Lincoln 
Continental is actually owned by the church.

Abraham Lincoln’s only sister, Sarah, married Aaron Grigsby. 
Two years later, when she was being attended in childbirth by a 
midwife, a complication arose which demanded a physician immedi- 
ately. The nearest doctor who lived two”miles away was summoned, 
but when he arrived he was so drunk that he had to be put to bed. 
Another doctor was sent for, but before he arrived Sarah and the 
baby died. 

Dr. L., O: Dawson, in his address, ‘Alcohol in the Laboratory,” 
tells of how when he was a lad his right hand was seriously wounded. 
The physician who dressed it had had one drink, and allowed a broken 
finger to slip. For the balance of his life he carried a crooked finger 
because a doctor had had one drink. Dr. Dawson cites the case of a 
friend whose doctor let his hand slip by a small fraction of an ineh 
in cutting out a tonsil, and for that one drink the patient gave his 
life. Dr. Wilfred Grenfell, the famous Labrador physician, said, “I 
have seen ships lost through collision because the captain had been 
taking ‘a little alcohol.’ ” 

To these examples hundreds like them might be added. Thou- 
sands of innocent people have suffered and are suffering from drink- 
ing physicians, drinking drivers, or drinking motormen who should 
have been impelled from high considerations of public duty to keep 
their minds clear and alert.

is the foundation of our lives, It 
is our hope, our assurance, our 
faith. Above all, beneath all, is 
the unchanging Word of God. 
Aaron is commanded to lay aside 
his priestly garments, ascend the 
summit of Mount Hor and die 
there. Moses is told to climb Mt. 
Pisgah, and with one look at the 
land into which he could never 
enter, to die alone by the hand 
of God. Is the host below for- 
saken? Are the people forgotten? 
No, for the pillar of cloud still 
rises over the tabernacle. The col- 
umn of fire still burns steadfastly, 
guiding Israel through the wilder- 
ness. The promise of God never 
fails. We die, but He lives. Men 
depart, but the Word abides, The 
workmen are buried, but the work 
goes on, 


The Burning Truth of 
the Prophets 


Why should we pay any heed to 
these Old Testament prophecies? 
Are they not just records of a 
dead, mythical past? Why serious- 
ly consider them? Because of the 
awful and terrible and certain 
truth. 


“Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the moun- 
tain without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the tron, the brass, 
the clay, the silver, and the gold; 
the great God hath made known 
to the king what shall come to 
pass hereafter: and the dream is 
certain, and the _ interpretation 
thereof sure.’—Dan. 2:45. 

The dream is certain and the 
interpretation sure. What the 
prophet said is the Word of God. 


The heavens may fall and the 
earth pass away but the Word 
does not change. It stands forever. , 

Consider even one of the minor 
prophets, Nahum. Many of the 
predictions uttered by the proph- 
ets concern not only a coming 
Christ but concern great nations 
contemporary with the prophets. 
Assyria, whose capital was Nineveh 
on the banks of the Tigris River, 
was the lord of all the earth. No 
nation on the horizon of the world 
was able to challenge her author- 
ity. The winged bull of Ashur was 
the scourge of creation. It was 


Assyria that destroyed the ten 


Samaria into heaps. Yet, at the 
height of her glory, the Prophet 


Nahum predicts the devastation of | 


Nineveh. He describes the chariots 


| prophecies 
tribes of Israel and ploughed up| 


This great prophetic evidence 
is peculiar to Christianity. No oth- 


er religion hazards an appeal to 


‘the fulfillment of prophecy. It is 


Christianity alone that accepts 
this greatest of tests. If only one 
man, centuries before, had predict- 
ed the coming of one like unto 
Christ, the fulfillment of that one 
prediction would, in itself, be 
enough to startle the world. His 
prediction would be of infinite im- 


diction by one man at one time 
in history concerning the coming 
of Christ, there were many dif- 
ferent predictions uttered by many 


different men through many hun-|to the poor; he hath sent me to 
dreds of years, all at last con-| 
verging in Jesus. Many of those. 
predictions were apparently con-| 
tradictory, such as that He would. 


be lowly and despised and cruci- 
fied and yet at the same time He 
would be Conqueror and Lord and 


King. The trained mind of Pascal | 


saw in the fulfillment of the proph- 
ecies the strongest of all evi- 
dences for Christianity. He said: 


The greatest of the proofs of 
Jesus Christ are the prophecies. 
The event which fulfilled them 
is a miracle which has subsisted 
from the birth of Christ even 
to the end. 


Is Jesus this Holy One, this 
Messiah coming, of whom the 
prophets speak? The unbeliever 
violently objects. His first objec- 
tion is that there was collusion 
between Jesus and His friends to 
make Jesus’ life fulfill the proph- 
ecies. This assumption is prepost- 
erous. Most of the prophecies 
about Christ were fulfilled in His 
life and death by His enemies who 


| hated Him because He said that 


He was the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed. The fulfillments were in 
no wise achieved by the friends or 
disciples of Jesus. 


The second objection is that 
the predictions were written into 
the documents. This objection, too, 
is unthinkable. Hundreds of years 
before Christ the Old Testament 
Seriptures were a sealed, finished 
book like our Bible today. After 
the days of Ezra, the canon was 
forever sealed, 


A third objection is that these 
refer to some other 
man. Who is this other man? Is 
it Socrates or Plato or Alexander, 
or Augustus, or Charlemagne, or 
Napoleon? Mortal men of any age

And all bare 
him witness, and wondered at the 
gracwus words which proceeded 
out of his mouth. And they said, 
Is not this Joseph’s son?”— Luke 
4:17-22. 

Jesus knew the Scriptures. He 
believed the Scriptures.

the last error shall be worse than 
the first” (Matt. 27:63, 64). 
‘How is it that our Lord pos- 
sessed that sublime assurance that 
He would live again, that He 
would rise from the dead?

rise again” (Luke 18:31-33).

But 
rather the words of the wondrous 
prophecy, “In the third day he will 
raise us up,” become a refrain up- 
on His lips.

“The 
third day rise again.” 

After He arose, the great fact 
that He did rise is to be found 
in the testimony of the Scriptures. 
The unimpeachable witness to the 
fact is the Scriptures. One of the’ 
striking evidences of the supreme 
authority of the Word of God is 
found in the appeal of Christ to 
the Scriptures for proof of His 
resurrection. “Behold my hands 
and my feet, that it is I myself: 


hath not flesh and bones, as ye 
see. me have . . .’. Thus it. is 
written, and thus it behoved Christ 
to suffer, and to rise from the 
dead the third day” (Luke 24:39, 
46). 

Instantly after the gracious ap- 
peal of the risen Lord that they 


hear Him say, “Thus it is writ- 
ten.” Sight might deceive, touch 
might mislead, the sound of the 


testimony of the Lord is sure. 
“Then he said unto them, O fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken’”’ 
(Luke 24:25). 

When He chides His disciples 
for their unbelief, it is in view of 
their distrust of the Word of God 
rather than of their doubts con- 
cerning the testimony of men. “O 
foolish ones and slow of heart to 
believe,” not what the angels said 
at the tomb; not what the women 
reported when they were early 
at the sepulcher; not what Peter 
and John declared when stooping 
down and looking in they saw the 
linen clothes and the napkin care- 
fully folded and placed apart, but 
rather ‘all that the prophets have 
spoken.” As proof of the reality of 
His resurrection, Jesus did not 
work any miracle. He did not ap- 
eal to His great, sayings>’Rather 
He referred His disciples to the 
Old Testament Scriptures.

Before the angel announced, ‘He 
is not here, He is risen,” before 
the disciples exclaimed, “The 
Lord is risen indeed,’ the proph- 
ets had said that “the third day 
he ‘shall rise again.” 


Epilogue 

The proofs, the authentications 
of the Christian faith are so many 
and varied that the path of unbe- 
lief is a difficult one to travel. 
Before a man can become and re- 
main an infidel, he must believe 
all kinds of moral impossibilities 
and accept all manner of pseudo- 
scientific absurdities. Jesus is all 
that the holy prophets said He 
would be. His character is beyond 
reproach and has stood the white 
light of search’ through the cen- 
turies. The perfection of Chris- 
tian ideals and morality is con- 
gruent with all that the prophets 
ever dreamed or preached. The ef- 
fect’ of Christ upon the lives of 
His followers is exactly what the 


‘Scriptures said it would be. Wher-

His greeting was a. trifle 
haughty, yet I felt he was not at 
all displeased that the white men 
had come to see him make medi- 
cine. He placed his paraphernalia 
on the ground in front of him as 
several women and children came 
out of the hut to sit alongside the 
building. The village folks stood 
behind and on either side of me 
and watched with interest as I 
unfolded the legs of my tripod and 
got my cameras ready for action. 
An old man, looking very self- 
conscious, stepped out of the 
crowd to stand at the side of the 
witch doctor, and as the rites be- 
gan, I pressed the button of my 
motion picture camera. 


First, the witch doctor picked 
up a knife and pricked the old 
man in the mid-section. Then he 
quickly picked up the buffalo horn 
and placed the hollow end over 
the spot. There was a small slit 
in the upper end of the horn and 
the witch doctor placed his mouth 
over this little hole and began 
sucking vigorously. Presently he 
slipped a wet leaf under his lips 
to cover the hole, straightened up 
and released his grip on the horn 
which promptly fell to the ground. 
Children giggled and the witch 
doctor looked at them with a 
frown. Something had gone wrong. 
He repeated the experiment with 
the same result. Children laughed 
aloud this time and he yelled 
something that caused them to 
quiet down immediately. 


The witch doctor gave us an 
embarrassed look and explained 
that he had not personally select- 
ed the leaves which were obvious- 
ly faulty and were weakening his 
He would try again.

If the chicken 
jumped around a lot after being 
beheaded, it meant the spirits 
were pleased. If not, he would 
have to repeat the sacrifice. 

The chicken’s performance must 
have been highly satisfactory to 
them. When released, that head- 
less old hen made straight for the 
camera. I jumped to one side but 
Claudin got splattered with blood 
as the hen flopped past to crash 
into the group of natives. They 
yelled and scattered as though 
the Devil were after them. 


While the headless hen jumped 
this way and that the witch doctor 
mumbled and danced with a 
mighty rattling of bells and wav- 
ing of feathers. (Claudin said the 


~words he mumbled were meaning- 


less.) When the hen stopped danc- 
ing, so did he. 

A naked little boy picked up 
the chicken and began plucking

doctor concluded his act. With a 
knife he made a small gash on the 
old man’s right forearm and rub- 
bed some gray powder into the 
wound.

He said something to 
his audience and made a gesture 
to indicate dismissal. 


Leaving my camera (I took both 
movies and stills of the action 
with color film) with one of our 
natives, I stepped forward, lifted 
my hands and yelled, “Wait a 
minute and listen.’ Claudin inter- 
preted and the people waited. I 
faced the doctor. 


“Will the blood of a chicken 
cleanse the sin from this man’s 
heart?” 


He hesitated. ‘“‘No,” he said fin- 
ally, “it was good for the spirits.” 


“Do you really believe evil spir- 
its are interested in chicken 
blood? Do you really believe your 
‘medicine’ has helped him? Do you 
believe he is any different now 
than he was before?” 

The black man was obviously 
embarrassed. He looked at me, he 
looked at the people, he looked at 
his feet. When he replied he did 
not answer my question. Instead 
he said, “The people like it.” 

“Yes, but you do not really be- 
lieve you help them. They come 
to you for help. Why do you de- 
ceive them?” I asked. 

His reply was totally unexpect- 
ed. I thought he would indignantly 
deny that he deceived the people 
with his “medicine.” Instead he 
said with disarming frankness, 
“The chicken is mine to eat!” 

He did not believe in the ritual 
himself—he just did it for a chick- 
en dinner! 

Through the interpreter, I spoke 
to the people for several minutes, 
telling them that it was not the 
blood of bulls or goats—or chick- 
ens—that could make us accept- 


able in God’s sight, but the blood | 


of Christ. 

I tried to talk to the witch 
doctor about his own need of sal- 
vation through the blood of Christ, 
but he would.not listen. With his 
hands he waved me away as he 
said he was a “Catholeek”’! (Cath- 
olic). For once he may have been 
telling the truth since there is a 
small Catholic mission nearby. Or 
it may have been his way. of get- 
ting rid of me. I do not know. It 
could have been either or both. 

As he walked back down the 
jungle trail I mused on the things 
I had heard and seen. How de- 
spicable was the black heathen! 
The people had hungry hearts. 
They had come to him for help. 
For the sake of a chicken dinner 
he had duped them with his hocus- 
pocus in which he himself had no 
faith. But for him they might 
have sought and found salvation. 

And I thought of the heathen 
witch doctors in the States— 
thousands of them. Of course they 
were not ignorant, half-naked 
heathen witch doctors. They were 
highly-educated . heathen’ witch 
doctors with Ph.D. degrees. They 
do not pray in a jungle clearing to 
the accompaniment of bells, but 
in pulpits to the accompaniment 
of organ music. In America we 
do not call them witch doctors, 
but modernists! But basically they 
are the same; soot from the same 
pot, tarred with the same stick, 
poison from the same _ bottle, 
snakes from the same pit, skunks 
from the same den—brothers un- 
der the skin doing the work of 
their father, the Devil! 

Rejecting the Lord Jesus Christ, 
both are unregenerate heathen. 
Jesus said, “No man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 14: 
6). “Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). 

Both are condemned for preach- 
ing a false gospel. “But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed” (Gal. 
1:8). 

Both are blind leaders of the 
blind and both they and their fol- 
lowers are lost.

ALBANY, N. Y.—Drinking ap- 
parently caused the death of more 
than half the drivers killed in 
one-car crashes in Westchester 
County over a recent eight-year 
period, according to the Troy Re- 
cord.

We can never get peace of con- 
science by good works; we can 
never get peace of conscience by 
prayers and penances, How many 
have tried to get peace that way 
and have failed! 

Martin Luther, after his wild 
university life, roused to the sense 
of the fact that he was a sinner, 
tried to find peace by good works,

go back to the church of our 
choice.” 

It would harm young minister- 
ial students who would get the 
idea that witch doctors are not 
so bad after all, and the way to 


get crowds to preach to is to join 
forces with everyone—even those | 
who hate Jesus Christ. 

Shouldn’t we preach to witch 
doctors? Certainly we_- should. 


That is not the issue. We should | 
preach to every sinner we can get | 
to hear the Gospel. As a matter | 
of fact, a witch doctor was saved | 
under my preaching when I was. 


in Africa. But I showed him from 
the Bible that witch doctors need- 
ed Christ. I dead sure didn’t call 
any witch doctors “brother,” 
didn’t ask any to lead in prayer 
or help sponsor any revival cam- 
paign. 
Remember, the greatest issue in 
America today is not whether we 
should invite the unsaved to hear 
the Gospel, but whether or not we 
_should yoke up with them in the 
sponsorship of revival meetings. 
Should we tell our converts it 
really doesn’t matter whether they 
go to a Bible-believing church or 


to a modernistic church or a| 
Catholic church or a Jewish syn-| 


agogue or a Mormon church? This 
is the issue. 

It might be well to remember 
that Jesus—who preached to pub- 
licans and sinners—never did even 
seek the approval, much less the 
sponsorship, of the wicked, unbe- 
lieving apostate religious leaders 
of His day. They, as a matter of 
record, “sought how they might 
kill him.” 

Jesus urged wicked men and 
women to turn from their sins— 
He did not urge them to sponsor 
His ministry! 

Paul preached to wicked men 


and women, urging them to turn 
from their sins to Christ. He nev- 
er did preach under their spon- 
sorship. Rather than urging his 
converts to go to any “church of 
his choice” Paul plainly warned in 
Galatians 1:8: 

“But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed,” 

If John 9-11 says: 

“He that abideth in the doctrine 
of Christ, he hath both the Father 
and the Son. If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doc- 


_trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 


For he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” , | | 
Finally there is a wonderfully 
plain passage in II Corinthians 6: 
14-18 that should settle forever any 
honest doubts as to whether Bible- 
believers should yoke up with 
witch doctors: 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Beliul? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them and walk in them; and I 
will be their God, and they shall 
be my people. Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye sep- 
arate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I will 
receiwe you, and will be a Father 
unto you, and ye shall be my sons 
and daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.”

cious man. He was a professional 
gambler, one of the most desper- 
ate gamblers on the Mississippi 
River in the old days of the Mis- 
Sissippi gamblers. One night he 
was at the gaming table, and a 
man across the table accused him 
of dishonesty at cards, and Ste- 
phen Holcombe, who is now my 
friend, drew his revolver. and shot 
at his accuser. The bullet went 
into the man’s neck, and when 
he saw what he had done, Stephen 
Holcombe sprang to the man’s 
side, lifted his head on to his knee,

Stephen Holcombe was arrested 
for murder; he was tried, and was 
acquitted on the ground that he 
had shot the man in self-defense.

i before the bar of God, nor before 
'the bar of his own conscience, He 
‘tried every way to find peace.. He 


gave up gambling, and he gave up 


but he did not find it. He even 
united himself to a church, and 
went to the communion table, but 
he did not find peace. Two years 
after that awful night he was in 
his room alone in misery, his face 
buried in his hands, and the mem- 
ory of that day was haunting him, 
and as he knelt there he cried: 
“© God, can anything blot out the 
awful memory of what I have 
done and give me peace?” And 
the strains of the old familiar 
hymn came singing through his 
heart— 


What shall wash away my sin? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus; 
What shall make me whole again? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 


And then and there Stephen 
Holcombe saw Christ on the cross 
for his sin. He. saw all his sins, 
the murder and all, laid on Christ. 
Then and there Stephen Holcombe 
found peace, and from that day 
he has gone up and down our 
country preaching Christ and the 
atoning blood that gave him peace. 

Is there some man or woman 


jhere tonight haunted with the 


memory of the evil you have 
done? Men and women, there is a 
way to find peace, only one way— 
by simple faith in a Christ that 
was crucified on the cross of Cal- 
vary for your sin.

deep and abiding joy depends on 
what we do with Jesus Christ. 

As the Apostle Peter says in I 
Peter 1:8. “Though now ye see 
him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory.” 

A man can never get joy 
through the accumulation of 
wealth. Siany have tried it, but 
no one has ever succeeded. A man 
cannot get joy through seeking the 
world’s honours; many have tried 
it, but no one has ever succeeded. 
A man cannot get joy through in- 
dulging in the world’s pleasures: 
millions have tried it, but no one 
has ever succeeded. But, friends, 
the wretchedest heart in_ this 
world can find joy tonight through 
believing in Christ crucified and 
risen, 

Some years ago I remember a 
noblewoman of your country was 
studying at our Bible Institute in 
Chicago, and on the day she left 
the Institute she told us these 
two incidents that happened over 
here in England, 


She said, “I had a letter from 
a dear friend of mine, a lady, and 
she asked me to come at once to 
see her. I hurried t6 her home, 
and as I went up the elegant mar- 
ble stairway and saw the costly 
paintings on the walls and the 
magnificent statues that lined the 
hall, I said to myself, ‘I wonder if 
all this wealth and_ splendour 
makes my friend happy?’ I did not 
have to wait long to find out, for 
presently the lady came hurrying 
into the room, and, after greeting 
me, dropped into a seat and burst 
into tears. All the wealth, honour 
and dignity of her position had 
not given her joy. 

“After this I went to visit a poor 
blind woman in an humble cot- 
tage. It was a dark rainy day, and 
the rain was dripping through the 
badly thatched roof, gathering in 
a pool before the chair where the 
woman sat. When I saw the pov- 
erty of that blind woman I was 
driven to turn to her and Say, 
‘Maggie, are you not miserable?’ 

“*What, lady?’ and she turned 
her sightless eyes to me in Sur- 
prise. ‘What, lady? I miserable; I, 
the child of a King, and hurrying 
on to the mansion He has gone to 
prepare for me? I miserable? No, 
no, lady, I am happy!’ ” 

Wealth had not brought joy to 
the one, but a living faith in Jesus 


Christ had brought joy to the oth- 
er in the midst of her poverty and 
misfortune.

We read in I John 5:11, 12, 
“God hath given to us eternal life, 
and this life is in his Son.

tian people have about how to 
obtain eternal life! If I could 
come to some of you tonight and 
say, “How do you think people get 
eternal life?’”” some of you would 
answer something like this, “If a 
man leads a very good life, and 
fights against sin, and overcomes 
it, and is faithful in his service 
to God, at the end of a life of 
struggling and victory and service 
perhaps God will give him eter- 
nal life.” Thank God, that is not 
the doctrine of that Book. The 
doctrine of that Book is that when 
God sent His Son Jesus Christ 
down to this world, He sent eter- 
nal life in Him, and the moment 
you take Christ, you have the 


eternal life that is in Him; and_| 


if the worst outcast in London 
should here and now take Christ, 
the moment he did it he would 
have eternal life, 


II. What We Must Do With 
Jesus Christ 


Now, I want to call your at- 
tention to a second line of thought, 
and that is, What we must do 
with Jesus Christ; and let me say 
at the outset that every one of 
us Will have to do something with 
Jesus Christ tonight. You don’t 
want to. Many a man here to- 
night does not want to do any- 
thing with Jesus Christ. You do 
not want to accept Him or reject 
Him. You do not want to confess 
Him or deny Him. You just want 


to get Him off your hands. You 
can’t do it! 

Pontius Pilate, who-asked the 
question of our text, tried to get 
Christ off his hands; first, he 
turned to the Jews and _ said, 
“Judge Him according to your 
law”; but they said, “We cannot 
do it; by our law He ought to 
die, but we have not the power 
to put Him to death.” Pilate then 
sent Him to Herod, and said, “You 
take Him and judge Him,” and 
then Pilate said to himself, “I 
have got rid of Him now; I have 
put the responsibility on Herod.” 

But look, what is that coming 
down the street? They are the re- 
turning soldiers of Herod, and 
Herod has sent Christ back to Pi- 
late; so Pilate has Him on his 
hands again. Then Pilate says, 
“What shall I do? I do not want 
to crucify this Man, because I 
know He is innocent, and I do not

Christ. Suppose I did it; which 
side would you be on? 


Ill. Who This Jesus Is With 
Whom We Have to Do 


Now one other line of thought, 
and that is, who this Jesus is with 
whom we have to do. Who is He? 

1. In the first place, He is One 
whom God hath appointed and 
anointed to be your King. 

We read in Acts 2:36, “This 
same Jesus, whom ye have cruci- 
fied, God hath made both Lord 
and Christ” (that means “anoint- 
ed King’’). 


You have a way of saying here 
in England that King Edward is 
your divinely appointed king, and 
I believe it. I believe he is, but 
in an infinitely higher sense Jesus 
of Nazareth is your divinely ap- 
pointed and _ divinely anointed 
King. If you reject Jesus Christ, 
you reject your divinely appoint- 
ed King; if you deny Jesus Christ 
you deny your divinely appointed 
King; if you shut Jesus Christ 
out of your heart, you shut 
your divinely appointed King out 
of your heart; and if you take 
your stand against Jesus Christ, 
you take your stand against your 
divinely appointed King. And you 
are guilty of—listen—high treason! 

There closed a trial in London 
the day before yesterday in which 
a man was tried and convicted of 
high treason, and sentenced to 
death. Whether or not they will 
carry out the sentence into exe- 
cution I do not know; but I do 
know that if the man was guilty, 
as the jury found, then according 
to the English law and the law 
of any well-organized government, 
he is worthy’ of death. But, men 
and women, I charge every man 
and woman in this building to- 
night—I care not what position in 
society you hold—I charge you, 
I indict you, every man and wom- 
an, every Man and woman in the 
building out of Christ, of high 
treason against Heaven’s. King, 
and if you got your just deserts, 
you would die. 

One day in Maryborough, over 
in Australia, a fine-looking man 
came to see me, an unusually fine- 
looking man, with splendid phy- 
Ssique and dome-like forehead. He 
said, “I want a talk with you,” 
and I said, “Very well, take a 
Seat, sir.” 


He said, “I don’t know about 
your preaching. Now I am a 
moral, upright man, and no one 
can deny it. Now,” he said, “I 
would like you to tell me what 
you have against me.” 

I said, ‘Are you a Christian?” 

“No, sir,” he replied. 

“Have you taken Jesus Christ 
as your personal Saviour, and sur- 
rendered your life to Him as your 
Lord and Master, and confessed 
Him as such before the world, 
and given your life to Him?” 

“No, sir,” he replied. 

“Then,” I said, “I charge you, 
Sir, with high treason against your 
King. Jesus Christ is your King; 
God made Him so; and I charge 
you, sir’’—and I looked him.right 
in the eye—“I charge you, sir, 
with the crime of high treason 
against your King.” And a dark 
cloud came over the-man’s face 
as he got up, and, going out of 
my room, he said, “Good after- 
noon,” and walked away. 

Months passed away; we had 
been over to Tasmania and con- 
ducted a mission there, and had 
returned, and I was preaching in 
Ballarat, about forty miles away 
from Maryborough. After the ser- 
vice, a fine-looking man came to 
me and said, “Do you remember 
me?” 

I knew his face, but I could not 
remember where I had seen him. 
I said, “I have seen you some- 
where, but I cannot place you.” 

He said, “Do you remember ev- 
er charging a man with high trea- 
son?” 

I said, “I have charged many a 
man with high treason.” 

“Yes,” he said; “but do you re- 
member charging any specific man 
with high treason?” Then he be- 
gan to tell me his story, and I 
commenced to gather who he was. 
He said, “I am the man, and I 
have come to Ballarat, sir, to 
tell you that you will never charge 
me with high treason again”; and 
he held out his hand, and I held 
out mine, and he took mine in his 
mighty grip—and it was a mighty 


grip!—and hé said “Down!” and he 
dropped on his knees, and I drop- 
ped on to mine, and he said, “Lord 
Jesus, I hand in my allegiance; 
I give up my treason; I take Thee 
as my King.” 

You men ought to do it to- 
night. He is your King, and every 
man and woman among you that 
does not accept Him and acknowl- 
edge Him as such tonight I charge 
you with treason against Heaven’s 
King. 

2. But He is more than your 
King—He is the Son of God. 

He is a divine Person, and if 
you reject Him, you are guilty of 
rejecting the Son of God; if you 
deny Him, you are guilty of deny- 
ing the Son of God; if you shut 
Him out of your hearts, you are 
guilty of shutting the Son of God 
out of your hearts; if you take 
your stand against Him, you are 
guilty of taking your stand against 
the Son of God. 

“Oh, but,” some may say, “we 
don’t believe He is the Son of 
God. Don’t you know there are 
some people in these advanced 
days that don’t believe that Je- 
sus is the Son-of God?” -I know 
it just as well as you do; and 
I know something else that you 
will know in a, minute—that is, 
that denying a fact does not alter 
the fact. In this superficial twen- 
tieth century we have a very easy 
way of disposing of the facts we 
don’t like to believe. We say, “I 
don’t believe this,’ and we think 
that does away with the fact. 

Men who do not want to believe 
in Hell say, “I don’t believe , in 
Hell,” and they think that they 
have shut the gates of Hell by 
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divine attestation of the resur- 
rection from the dead. 


The resurrection of Christ from 
the dead is the best proven fact 
of history; it is proved by such in- 
disputable evidence that I wish 
I had time to do in London what 
I did in Sydney, meet the skeptics 
and agnostics of the city, and 
prove to them that Jesus rose 
from the dead; and I believe I 
should see in some of your agnos- 
tics and skeptics the honesty 
which some of the Sydney skeptics 
showed, in owning their argu- 
ments beaten and coming right 
out and acknowledging: the truth 
of the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 


Jesus did rise from the dead. 
Before they crucified Him, He 
said, “You will crucify Me, but 
God will set His seal on My claims 
by raising Me from the dead.” 
They did not believe Him; the 
Unitarians of the day crucified 
Him for claiming to be the Son of 
God. They laid Him in a sepulchre, 
and put the seal of the Roman 
Government on the stone, which 
no one dared to break. But on the 
third day the Spirit of the living 
God breathed through the sleep- 
ing clay, and the crucified Christ 
rose from the dead, and God pro- 
claimed in unmistakable tones to 
all ages, ““This is my beloved Son.” 


In the fifth place, there is the 
testimony of His divine influence 
upon”ahH.subsequent history. There 
is no question that Jesus Christ 
claimed to be divine; no competent 
student will deny that He claimed 
to be divine. Well, then, He was 
one of three things; He was either 
divine, as He claimed to be, or 
else He was the most audacious 
impostor the world has ever seen, 
or else He was the most hopeless 
lunatic the world has ever seen. 
He must have been one of these

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saying that. Men who don’t want 
to believe in the Bible say, “Il 
don’t believe in the Bible,” and 
they think that they annihilate 
the Book that has. stood for nine- 
teen centuries by saying that. 
Men who do not want to believe 
in Christ say, “I do ‘not believe 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God,” and they think by their not 
believing it He ceases to be the 
Son of God. Has it never occurred 
to you that a fact is a fact wheth- 
er you believe it or not? 

We have got some people in 
America that have become so pos- 
sessed with the idea that denying 
a thing is quite sufficient to an- 
nihilate it, that they declare that 
there is no such thing as pain. 
They tell you not to believe there 
is such a thing as pain, and then 
you won't feel it. But when they 
go to the dentist’s and gei into 
the chair, they jump just as much 
as any one else! And in this fool- 
ish belief they are dying by the 
score; by the miserable madness 
of Christian Science, that dares 
to deny sickness, which exists all 
the same, and sweeps them into 
premature graves, 

Denying a fact does not alter 
a fact, and denying that Jesus is 
the Son of God does not alter the 
fact that He is the Son of God. It 
only makes you guilty of robbing 
a divine Person of the honour that 
is His due. 

Listen: There are five indisput- 
ably divine testimonies to the 
deity of Jesus Christ. In the first 
place, there is the testimony of 
the divine life He lived, for He 
lived as never man lived. Napoleon 
Bonaparte said, “I know men, but 
Jesus Christ was no (mere) man.” 
In the second place, there is the 
testimony of the divine words He 
spoke, for He spoke as never man 
spoke. In the third place, there is 
the testimony of the divine works 
He wrought, for He wrought as 
never man wrought; not merely 
healing the sick, but cleansing the 
lepers, stilling the tempest, rais- 
ing the dead, and feeding the five 
thousand by a creative act with five 
small loaves and two small fishes. 
In the fourth place, then, is the 


three. Of all the irrational sys- 
tems of philosophy, that of Uni- 
tarianism is the most irrational. 
It says that Jesus Christ was not 
divine, but was a good man, per- 
haps the best man that ever 
walked the earth. I say if He was 
not divine He was not good, for 
He was an impostor. 


You had a man in this city a 
few months ago who claimed to be 
divine, and you all decided that 
he was either an impostor, or most 
of you, perhaps, took the more 
charitable view that he was a 
lunatic. Jesus Christ was either 
divine, as He claimed to be, or else 
He was the most audacious im- 
postor the world has ever seen, or 
else He was the greatest lunatic. 
Take your choice. 


Is there any man here tonight 
who will say that Jesus Christ was 
a lunatic; and that His influence 
on history has been the influence 
of a lunatic? Nobody but a lunatic 
will say so. Will any man here 
dare to say that the influence of 
Jesus Christ on the history of 
the world has been the influence 
of an impostor? No one but an im- 
postor would say so. Then if not a 
lunatic or an impostor, what? The 
Son of God! | 


Jesus Christ is the Son of God, 
and every man or woman who 
goes away from here tonight re- 
jecting Christ will go away re- 
jecting the Son of God, Every man 
or woman who goes away from 
here tonight denying Christ will 
go away denying the Son of God. 
Every man or woman who goes 
away from here tonight shutting 
Christ out of his heart will go 
away shutting the Son of God out 
of his heart. Every man or wom- 
an who goes away from here to- 
night taking his stand against 
Christ will go away taking his 
stand against the Son of God. 

Men, if you were not blinded 
by sin to the thought of your aw- 
ful guilt, you would fall on your 
faces now and cry, “God be merci- 
ful to me, so awful a sinner!” I 
trust some of you will do it be- 
fore you go away. 

-3. Jesus Christ is not only your 


King; He is not only divine; He 
is something more yet. 

You say, What? Your Saviour, 
the One who was wounded for 
your transgressions, bruised for 
your wmiquities, wpon whom the 
chastisement of your peace was 
laid; and oh, men and women, if 
you reject Him, if you deny Him, 
if you take your stand against 
Him, if you shut Him out of your 
hearts, you will be guilty of the 
most awful ingratitude. Never 
mother loved her son, never 
mother suffered for her child, as 
Christ has loved us and suffered 
for us. “Though he was rich, yet 
for our sakes he became poor, 
that we through his poverty might 
become rich, Being in the form of 
God, he thought it not a thing to 
be grasped to be equal with God, 
but he emptied himself and took 
upon himself the form of a ser- 
vant, and was made in the likeness 
of man, and became obedient un- 
to death, yea, the death of the 
cross.” For you and me! 

Will you, will you reject Him, 
will you deny Him, will you shut 
Him out of your hearts, and will 
you take your stand against Him? 
Oh, men and women, what are 
you made of? 


A man came to me one night 
and said: “I don’t believe in your 
Christianity.” 

I said, “Why not?” 

He said, “It is irrational,” 

I asked why. ; 

“Why,” he said, “you teach, 
don’t you, that if a man leads a

The 
voice of conscience said, “Pilate 
release Him; He is innocent.” The 
voice of the Spirit of God, whis- 
pering in Pilate’s heart, said, ‘“‘Pi- 
late, release Him.” The voice of 
common decency said, “Pilate, re- 
lease Him; He is. innocent.” Ev- 
erything that was noble and true 
and just in Pilate’s heart said, 
“Release Him.” 

But, alas, there were other voic- 
es, infernal voices, speaking, and 
Pilate is listening to them. There 
Was the voice of cowardice, of fear 
of what the Jews will say, that 
whispered, “Pilate, crucify Him.” 
There was the voice of avarice, 
the greed for gold, saying, “Pilate, 
crucify Him.” There was the voice 
of low political policy whispering, 
“Pilate, crucify Him.” And Pilate 
sits there deep in thought. At 
last, he decides, and he decides 
wrong; and his name has come 
down to everlasting infamy. 

It is a more solemn moment and 
a more awful crisis for you to- 
night, for you know better who 
Jesus is. There you sit, and there 
stands Jesus again, unseen, but 
there He surely stands, in all the 
dignity and beauty of His per- 
fect manhood; there He stands 
in all the glory of His per- 
fect deity; there He stands in 
all the wondrousness of His 
matchless love, crowned with 
thorns, and with pierced hands.
